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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 20 in Figs. 1-2; 101-115 in Fig. 3; 201-214 and 115 in Fig. 4; 301-315 
in Fig. 5; 401-415 in Fig. 6; 501-512 , Vbl = V01 and Vwl = V02 in Fig. 12; SAMPLE 
NUMBER: PYL105A PCMO/YBCO/LAO in Fig. 7; it should be noted that all steps in 
Figs. 3-6 and 12 are described in the specification having a letter S with a reference 
number, for example, S101; only step 207 and 21 1-212 in Fig. 4 and steps 407 and 

41 1-12 in Fig. 6 are seen to be described in the specification. Corrected drawing sheets 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or amendment to the specification to add the 
reference character(s) in the description in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5)

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description: the channel region in the semiconductor substrate 101 (lines 13-14, page 
4); the drain region 23 (line 2, page 26). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 
37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be 
labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 
CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office* action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. 

It is not understood how the variable resistor is reversibly changed in 
accordance with a voltage applied thereto as recited in claims 1-10. The specification 
only describes that as shown in Fig. 7, as the number of times that the pulse voltage of 
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the same polarity is applied increases, the resistance value of the variable resistor 
increases (lines 1-3, page 25). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1-10 are, insofar as understood, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hamaguchi, 6,862,213. 

Hamaguchi, 6,862,213, discloses in Fig. 1 a memory device comprising: 
a plurality of memory cells 23 which each includes a MOS transistor 23A and a variable 
resistor 23B; 

wherein: the resistance state of variable resistor 23B is variable depending on the 
applied voltage (see lines 29-32, column 12); the variable resistor 23B is formed of a 
material having perovskite structure (see lines 5-16, column 8) such as recited in 
claim 4, therefore, claims 1-10 would have been obvious under 35 USC 103(a) to be, 
insofar as understood, read on Fig. 1 of Hamaguchi, 6,862,213. 

Conclusion
